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SCHOOL REPORT. 


At the beginning of the financial year, the town appro- 
priated $2,000 for schools, and to pay a note of $225 to 
the East Jaffrey bank, with interest, which, being paid, 
closed the account of expense of the new school room at 
No. 5. 

The schools, as a whole, have been satisfactory. An in- 

crease of interest has been marked in some, which of course 
tends to better work; also better discipline, which brings 
about the result of less need of discipline, has been noticed 
with pleasure. 
A little boy said, ‘It is just as easy to be good as bad, 
if one wants to be good.’”’ This is true, and will be found 
to be so by all who try the experiment. We hope there 
will be much experimenting along this line. We do not 
mean that any school is perfect, but they seem to be trav- 
eling that way. 

The greatest number of weeks of schooling has been 
28; 2 weeks less than the year previous. It has been 
asked why this is so. 

Deducting the-note and interest, amounting to $236, 
from $2,000, there is left $1,764 for work. 

A school was kept at No. 9, which was an extra ex- 
pense. We debated for some time the expediency of putting 
a school there, as the school board were agreed that on 
many accounts transportation to No. 5 was the best way. 
But as all were united in wishing for it, a school was kept 
there, which proved to be satisfactory and beneficial to 
those who attended, and with which the school board was 
satisfied. 
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In some cases the cost of transportation was higher 
than in previous years. 

Only the small balance of $2.14 from the previous year 
was in the treasury; it had become necessary to shingle 
the schoolhouse at No. 10, in order to preserve the build- 
ing, which was an extra expense, but one which does not 
come every year. In other respects the cost of repairs was 
small. | 

While the amount of money available has been used, it 
has not been wasted. Our purpose has been to use it to 
the best advantage, equalizing as much as possible the 
benefits of it among the schools. 

Transportation is still a bugbear and hard to manage. 
Some are dissatisfied, feeling themselves defrauded, because 
some apparently receive greater benefit from the conveyance 
than they themselves. We have studied the matter from 
all points presented to us, and believe that we have done 
the best we could under the circumstances. 

Where pupils are so scattered as in this town, it is im- 
possible to accommodate all alike, as some unfortunately 
live at a greater distance from the school than others, 
which is not their fault, nor the fault of the school board. 
The mileage system has been recommended as a happy so- 
lution of the question. 

Some excellent maps have been purchased and put into 
the schools, which are a delight to the eye as well as great 
helps in studying. The only objection to them is that we 
have not enough of them. These will more than repay the 
cost. 

We give here the account of school supplies for the year 
ending February 15, 1901.

Those wishing to purchase books can do so, at reduced 
rates, of the school board, as they are bought at whole- 
sale prices, and will be sold by them at the same rates if 
applied to. Books are generally well looked after, and we 
give the teachers credit for being careful to know to whom 
they are loaned and to report any that may be missing 
or mislaid, that they may be looked up. 

We are sorry that the good example in 1899 and 1900, 
of general visiting of the schools, is not being followed 
more fully. The frequent presence of parents and others, 
in the schools, is of greater benefit than we are apt to 
think. It would be a great advantage to the community 
generally, for the town to pass a by-law relating to the 
more strict attendance of those pupils who do not work 
much, and attend school as little as possible. We have 
cases where pupils have inquired during the closing week 
of the term how many weeks they,had attended school, 
and finding that they had just satisfied the requirements 
of the law, have left immediately, though there were only 
two or three days more of the term. 

These are not of the class who wish to work, usually, 
and the old adage about “‘idle hands”’ is still true. They 
are before long to take their places in the ranks and do 
the work now done by those who are older. Is it not 
important that they should be well equipped by the helps 
a good, solid education will give them? 

Studious, well disposed pupils will not be restricted by 
such a by-law, as they are now complying with its re- 
quirements in great measure. 

It would be well if our school laws were as strict as 
those of Massachusetts, where the pupils are required to 
attend school thirty-two weeks. 
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Superintendent Folsom, referring to the passage of such 
a by-law, says, ‘‘Every district that has not passed this 
by-law, has neglected a plain duty.”

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE INGALLS 
MEMORIAL LIBRARY. 


The trustees of the Ingalls Memorial Library beg to 
submit to the town of Rindge, the report of the library 
for the year ending January 1, 1901. The library has 
been in excellent running order during the year, the general 
circulation has increased, and we only regret that the use 
of fiction should preponderate quite so largely, as we take 
care each year to purchase some books of general interest 
on topics of the day, which would not only be worth read- 
ing to individuals, but would frequently suggest timely 
subjects for discussion in public gatherings of a more or 
less social nature. 

The statistics of the librarian’s report are on the whole 
satisfactory, and we wish to call especial attention to the 
collection of local antiquities now under way in the hall 
above the library, as well as to the beginning of the col- 
lection of birds, which, before another summer, will add 
greatly to the attractions of the library. We wish to ac- 
knowledge most gratefully all loans or gifts for either col- 
lection, and we hope that other people will feel encouraged 
to trust us with their family treasures. 

We should like also to collect any printed material, 
books, papers or pamphlets, relating in any way to Rindge 
or the people of Rindge, and we hope that any one who 
has old literature stowed away in corners will take the 
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trouble to look it over and give to us what may be of lo- 
cal historical interest and value. 

We gratefully acknowledge the gifts of books a pho- 
tographs from the Hon. Rodney Wallace and other friends 
of the library, and most especially the very generous gift 
of $1,000 (one thousand dollars) from the Hon. Ezra S. 
Stearns. This will be added to our trust fund and the in- 
come will be the greatest assistance, but it will not enable 
us to pay our running expenses and to purchase new 
books. We therefore again appeal to the town for an 
appropriation of $200 (two hundred dollars) in addition 
to and beyond the fifty dollars due annually on the town 
note, hoping that before many years are passed, the 
friends of the library will, by their generosity, place us in 
an independent position where an annual appropriation 
will no longer be necessary.

~REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN OF THE INGALLS 
MEMORIAL LIBRARY, 


For THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1900. 


In three respects the circulation of books during the 
past year has exceeded that of any other year since our 
library was established. The number of books from the 
West Rindge library, given out here, is the largest in the 
history of our library, as are also the number of juveniles 
and the number of volumes of fiction circulated. The lists 
given below show an increase.of circulation above that of 
last year. This is due to new books purchased and to a 
more extensive use of the West Rindge library, the West 
Rindge books going to all parts of the town. 

During the past year, one hundred and thirty-five new 
books were purchased for the Ingalls library, and about 
the same number was added to the West Rindge library,

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thus making a large increase of new material. A supple- 
ment to the catalogue of the latter library was printed in 
December, 1900, and a new supplement for the Ingalls l- 
brary is nearly ready for use. 

Among the gifts received by the library were a four-vol- 
ume set of Encyclopedic Dictionary, from the family of the 
late Mrs. Susan Shepherd Martin, M. D., and the follow- 
ing from Hon. Rodney Wallace:—two framed portraits of 
Hon. and Mrs. Rodney Wallace, a ten-volume historical 
work called ‘‘ Messages and Papers of the Presidents,” and 
the Life of D. L. Moody. 

The Munsey magazine is loaned fan use in the reading 
room, and the Harper’s Weekly and other periodicals have 
been bet. 

The museum collection, which occupies the upper room 
in the library building, has reached a considerable size dur- 
ing the past year. It consists of the following articles :— 
two cheese presses, two brass kettles, iron toaster, flax 
carder, sausage filler, candle moulds, clock reel, leather 
boot, copper warming pan, gun used in the French and 
Indian wars, peel or long handled shovel, spinning wheel, 
snuff box, cradle, sconce, cards for carding wool, ete. All 
of these articles are labelled and bear the name of the 
giver or of the lender. Other interesting articles are prom- 
ised for this collection. 

In the same room with this collection is a large glass 
case for a collection of mounted birds and animals shot or 
caught in this town. A large number of these is now ready 
for placing in the case. Any persons who can contribute 
to either of these collections are cordially invited to do so, 
either by a gift or by a loan of articles.
